OFFICER CULP UNABLE TO LEARN 
COMPLETE FACTS FROM COASTERS 


* David Edward Thomas, 17, son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul D. 
Thomas, 31 Mu rn mas burg street, was dead today, a victim of 
a coasting accident on West Middle street at the foot of Sem­ 
inary ridge, Tuesday evening at 9 o’clock. 
Young Thomas died at the Warner hospital one minute 
after he was taken there by Morris Desimon, 19, of Gettys­ 
burg. R. 2, whose car is alleged to have struck the coaster. 
The young victim was one of 'a group of boys and girls 
who were coasting on the West Middle street hill, Tuesday 
evening. 
Snow plows had removed all but a crust from the 
roadway and the street was ideal for coasting. 
An unconfirmed report of the accident was that Thomas 
had .started down the hill alone, lying with his back on the 
sled and feet first. 
Reports Not Confirmed 
Officer (diaries W. Gulp, Jr., who investigated, said that 
although he heard the report of the boy’s position on the sled, 
he was unable to confirm it from fellow-coasters. 
The policeman said his investigation disclosed there were 
no eye-witnesses to the accident, the other coasters being 
either at the top or the end of the slide. 
Officer Gulp said Desimon, who was traveling west in a 
light sedan at a moderate speed, told him he did not see 
Thomas until the sled and coaster appeared before him. The 
young victim’s sled was on the runway at the foot of the

Quite a few persons have asked 
me various questions concerning the ' 
autogyro. 
Tile most common i n - i 
quiries are "Isn't the autogyro the! 
safest 
type 
of 
aircraft?” 
and ; 
"Doesn’t the gyro land and take off ; 
vertically?” 
The answer to Ult* first question. 
in my opinion, is "yes” ; to the sec­ 
ond "yes” and "no.” Due to the fol- 
i lowing reason alone, the autogyro 
may tx considered the safest type 
1 of flyuig machine, although this ad­ 
vantage depends upon the pilot. The 
j autogyro may be landed vertically 
and will not roll more than a few 
feet 
It will not, however, take off 
j vertically. 
Let as list in order the main ad- 
| vantages and disadvantages of the 
newest autogyro <which has been 
greatly improved* as compared with 
a modern airplane of the same pow­ 
er. 
In the first place, as already m en­ 
tioned, the gyro will land vertically 
and, 
therefore, needs little 
more 
| space than the over-all dimensions 
of the ship in which to "set down." 
Miss I Yins makes for safety in case of 
forced landing over very rough ter- 
rain and general convenience in 
landing at friends' homes, etc. 
The gyro lias a 
rate of climb 
which is generally higher than the 
ordinary airplane though this is not 
team j always the case. 
This characteris­ 
tic makes it possible to get out of 
I small fields. 
It is very easy to handle and is 
(especially adaptable for novice pilots 
I and those who do not care to learn 
to fly conventional airplanes. 
A new feature in the gyro is th at 
the rotor blades may be folded to­ 
gether so th at the ship may be 
I stored in an ordinary garage. 
Another new feature in this type 
! is the total elim ination of movable 
(surfaces. 
The altitude of the ship 
is changed through the adjustm ent 
cf the rotor blade pitch and arc. 
This design simplifies the controls 
immensely as no rudder is necessary 
The main disadvantages of the 
autogyro are Hie facts th a t it is 


very slow as compared with an air- I 
plane of the sam e horsepower, and 
it is not maneuverable. 
Comparing , 
the new Kellott KUI gyro equipped 
with a 225 Ii. p. m otor with the Lus- 
combc Phantom with 90 h 
p. we 
Bud a high K|x*cd in the first case of 
125 rn. p h. and in the second a 
high speed of 140 rn p. h. 
Though 
the gyro has 135 more n. p. than th > 
Luscombe it is 15 rn. p. h. slower. 
The gasoline mileage in the first 
case would be about 8 rn. p. g.; in 
the second 25 rn. p. g. 
In regard to m aneuverability the 
autogryo may not tx* stunted, which 
fact eliminates a lot of fun from 
flying. 
Summing up in brief the com­ 
parison between autogyros and air­ 
planes of like power, we find that, 
though slightly safer (especially in 
the hands of a new pilot* and easier 
I to fly, the gyro is much slower and. 
| therefore, less economical and less 
pi aerical for cross-country flying 
Add to this the fact th a t the auto­ 
gyro cannot be stunted and you 
have a very good case for the air- 
! plane which is continually being 
developed into a safer and speedier 
; means of transportation. 
After flying level for some time 
a fellow likes to "cut tip a bit " so 
J to speak, as a m eans of divergence. 
If you are flying a gyro, ut this point 
you will long for a good loop, for 
you might as well tx* riding a lame 
plow-horse lf you have any desire 
to “frisk about.” 
While the gyro is being improved 
1 in speed, so is the airplane, and. in 
my opinion, the gyro design will
